Rattlebone roars into the fray 
with a multi-faceted sound that 
brews attitude with experience, ag- 
gression with intent. Simply put, 
Rattlebone is out to shake some 
cages and take it to the limit with 
music that reaches the marrow...and 
touches the soul. 

An aggressive mix of Seventies- 
styled heavy metal and psychedelic 
soul, along with a hardcore punch 
and an experimental flair all their 
own, the music of Rattlebone is on 
dazzling display with their self- 
titled, five-song debut EP on Holly- 
wood Records. 

“Rattlebone” features three or- 
iginal tracks by founding vocalist 
Roger Deering, including the futur- 
istic “X-Ray Eyes,” the frenzied 
“Panther Sweat,” and “Society 
Dog,” a scathing cry from the 
down and out. “Our music ex- 
plores the dark underbelly of Los 
Angeles and exposes the ugly 
truths as well as the hidden 
beauties,” says Deering. “The rock 
and roll we play is like an exor- 
cism...it’s how we get our demons 
out. We try to tape the source 
every time we play.” 

The EP also spotlights a pair of 
revealing covers: Isaac Hayes’ pump- 
ing soul groove, “Do Your Thing,” 
and Blue Oyster Cult’s vintage 
“Cities On Flame.” 

The foursome’s first studio foray, 
recorded virtually live-to-tape, 
“Rattlebone” was produced by Dave 
Jerden, that renowned architect of 
alternative sound whose credits range 
from Jane’s Addiction and Alice In 
Chains to Social Distortion and be- 
yond. “Roger (Deering) is the 
angriest person I’ve ever met,” 
relates Jerden, “but he is passionate 
about rock and roll. The anger and 
the passion come together in the 
music -- hard and grinding.”

The group’s origins can be traced 
to the mid-Eighties when bassist 
Roger Deering and drummer Kerry 
Furlong first met in Miami. Deering 
was born in Holland and raised in a 
dozen U.S. cities,. and the varied 
exposure shaped the direction of his 
songwriting. Along with Furlong, he 
formed The Drills, a high energy 
punk band that quickly burst out of 
Florida to rip up the Eastern sea- 
board, often sharing bills with such 
punk pioneers as The Ramones, Bad 
Brains, Suicidal Tendencies, Black 
Flag and others. The group released 
an independent album in 1987, 
featuring a dose of Deering originals, 
and the following year moved to Los 
Angeles to pursue their musical 
destiny: 

Once in L.A., an alliance was 
formed between Deering, Furlong 
and local guitarist Brendon Mc- 
Nichol. A native New Yorker, 
MeNichol brought to the band a 
wide range of experience and an 
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incredible guitar style. 

Added to the mis in 1990 was 
Milwaukee-bred organist Jeffrey 
Muendel, whose evocative instru- 
mental approach helped __ give 
Rattlebone their distinctive edge. 
The swirling Leslie organ is featured 
upfront as a key part of their sound. 
“Our roots are definitely tied to 
punk and postpunk aggression, but 
the guitar and organ blend add some 
dark, beautiful heavy rock over- 
tones,”’ Deering explains. 

One of the first to recognize Rattle- 
bone’s potential was the above- 
mentioned Dave Jerden, who first 
met Deering when he hired the 
struggling musician to paint his 
house. Intrigued by Deering’s pas- 
sionate allegiance to authentic rock 
and roll, Jerden asked for a sample 
of his music. “The tape ‘beat the 
s*** out of 99 percent of the demos 
I’ve heard,” Jerden said. “Then I

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Only a handful of musicians have 
been able to cross over from the jazz 
to the pop charts -- and even fewer 
have done so with instrumentals - 
but that’s what has made Kenny G 
the number one instrumentalist of all 
time. The Seattle native’s love of 
jazz, R&B, pop and funk has come 
together on his seventh album, 
“Breathless.” 

Kenny G’s recording career began 
10 years ago and lias led to accumu- 
lated sales of over 10 million. 

“Breathless,” Kenny’s first album in 
four years, was largely recorded and 
mixed in his new studio, Studio G,a 
project that has occupied much of 
Kenny’s energy for the past few 
years. As with previous efforts, 
Kenny has remained very active in 
the recording process by penning and 
producing the majority of the album. 
The 14-song album showcases Ken- 
ny’s talents on a variety of saxo- 
phones in addition to handling key- 
board and drum programming. 

In the debut single, “Forever In 
Love,” Kenny’s “fluid saxophone 
lines waft over a cushiony, romantic 
keyboard riff and subtle rhythm 
pattern.” (Billboard, November 14, 
1992). Other trademark instrumen- 
tals on the album include “Joy Of 
Life,’ ‘Alone,’ ‘Morning’ and 
“The Wedding Song” (which he 
wrote and performed at his own 
wedding earlier this year). 

With this album, Kenny adds 
Peabo Bryson (“By The Time The 
Night Is Over’) and Aaron Neville 
(“Even If My Heart Would Break’’) 
to a distinguished list of vocalists he 
has worked with over the years 
(Aretha Franklin, Whitney Houston, 
Smokey Robinson Natalie Cole, 
Dionne Warwick, George Benson and 
Michael Bolton). Both vocal tracks 
were produced by noted hitmakers 
Walter Afanasieff and David Foster. 

Kenny G, aka Kenny Gorelick, was 
initially drawn to the saxophone as a 
child. His fascination with the instru- 
ment developed through his adol- 
escence and on through college 
where he enrolled in the University 
of Washington, and graduated Phi 
Beta Kappa and Magna Cum Laude 
in accounting; in the evenings adding 
the stage work credits in the bands 
of Johnny Mathis, The Spinners, 
Diahann Carroll, Liberace and Ginger 
Rogers. 

Following college, Kenny was hired 
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by Jeff Lorber to join his popular 


Portland-based band, the Jeff Lorber 
Fusion. He spent four years with 
them, and in the process dis- 
tinguished himself to the point 
where Arista Records (Lorber’s 
Label) offered him his own solo deal 
which led to the release of “Kenny 
Ge 
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Kenny subsequently moved to New 
York and began work on his second 
album, “G Force,” which was pro- 
duced by Kashif and Wayne Brath- 
waite (Billy Ocean). This was fol- 
lowed by Kenny’s third album, 
“Gravity,” which mixed vocals (such

Their story reads more like a dream 
than a nightmare. Four young guys 
from Tennessee come together from 
various local bands, begin writing 
and rehearsing and, lo and behold, 
three months after their first gig, 
major record company interest en- 
sues, culminating with their signing 
to Arista Records. 

For singer Rick Ruhl, guitarist 
Steve Malone, bassist Mark McMurtry 
and drummer Jim Phipps, that was 
no nightmare and no dream but... 
reality. And, their debut album 
“Every Mother’s Nightmare” proved 
they were well worthy of all the in- 
terest and attention. EMN made a 
strong mark for themselves from the 
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outset with tracks like ““Walls Come 
Down” and “Long Haired Country 
Boy,” their raucous reading of The 
Charlie Daniels’ Band classic. They 
gained even more momentum with 
“Tove Can Make You-Blind” which 
both rock radio and MTV embraced. 

A lot has happened since then to 
EMN. When they weren’t on the 
road, they spent their time writing 
new songs. The result is their much- 
anticipated second album, “‘Wake Up 
Screaming,” a true testament to this 


young foursome’s tremendous 
growth as vocalists, musicians and 
writers. “We experimented more 
with this record,” lead guitarist Steve 
Malone explains. “I really think the 
eight months of constant touring 
on the first record contributed a 
great deal of maturity and depth to 
the new songs.” 

When asked to choose one song 
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from the new record that best rep- 
resents this growth, Steve says 
“House Of Pain’ (the first single). 
“The whole song builds and does 
something different dynamically 
from any of our other songs,” he 
says. “It’s the only song we’ve ever 
written and recorded in the same 
day. It was one of those situations 
where the feel was there immediate- 
ly, on the first take.” 


Both “I Hate Myself” and “Already 
Gone” are brimming with enough 
snarling anger and unrepentant at- 
titude (not to mention some blister- 
ing guitar) to be A-1 on any respect- 
able mosh jukebox. Fans of the 
band’s hit ballad, ‘““Love Will Make 
You Blind,” from their debut album, 
will find a soul-mate to that song in 
“TJ Needed You.” The band also has 
the ability to turn someone <else’s 
song into their own as evidenced on 
their smoke-filled version of “To- 
bacco Road.” 


“Someone called us ‘Southern Pop 
Thrash’,” lead vocalist Rick Ruhl 
recalls. “That sounded wild, but it 
was also pretty accurate considering 
the amount of variety we try to put 
into our music. That’s one thing we 
definitely went for on “Wake Up 
Screaming.” There’s no one particu- 
lar vein of songs. There’s a real mix.” 
“We don’t want our music to be 
easily classified,’ Steve adds. “We 
don’t want to be known just as a 
ballad band or just as a thrash band. 
Sometimes, people would come up 
to us after a show or during our first 
tour and say, ‘We didn’t know you 
were a thrash band.’ And we’d say, 
‘Well, we didn’t know that either.’ 
We don’t want to be just one par- 
ticular thing. If we can have guys 
moshing and girls dancing,” he grins, 
“then that’s fine.” 


With music produced by Jim 
Gaines, EMN’s new album is chock 
full of chops from the swaggering 
vocals of Ruhl to the fiery hands of 
guitarist Malone. Beyond the playing, 
EMN takes a definitive step forward 
on “Wake Up Screaming” as they re- 
veal their real craftsmanship as 
writers, both musically and lyrically.

as the initial Kenny G and Kashif 
duet single (“Love On The Rise”) 
and instrumentals (“Japan”), as 
Kenny demonstrated his virtuosity 
on soprano and alto sax, flute, and 
synthesizer, as well as on the lyri- 
con, a wind-activated synthesizer. 

It wasn’t until the success of 
Kenny’s fourth album, the multi- 
platinum “Duotones,” that Kenny’s 
career exploded. Produced back on 
the West Coast where Kenny’s 
musical career had begun, Kenny 
teamed with producers Preston Glass 
and Narada Michael Walden. The 
blockbuster album set the world on 
fire and produced the pop hit ‘“‘Song- 
bird” -- a song composed and re- 
corded in 1986 for a girl he had re- 
cently met (and is now his wife). 

“Until ‘Songbird’ hit, I don’t think 
anyone knew that an instrumental 
like that would work,” says Kenny.

“T had written a song that was 
similar to that on ‘Gravity’, called 
‘Japan.’ That was the way I could 
write and play if left to do it my- 
self, without any influences.” 


His next step was the long-awaited 
“Silhouette,” which was also a 
multi-platinum success and produced 
the mega-smash single, “Silhouette.”
